To the READER. 


T has for many Ages been received for a Maxim, Vox Populi , 
Vox Dei , The Voice of the People, is the Voice of 
God, And tho ſome flaſhy Wits Pride themſelves in ſpeaking 
Contemptibly of the Populace , calling them the Rabble , the 
Mobile, &c. they muſt either mean the meer Vulgar, the dreggs 
of Mankind , Perſons without Eſtates , Reaſon and Judgment , 
Bankrupts of Common ſence , as well as Beggars in Fortune 
or elſe they put the greateſt Aﬀront imaginable on the Body of 4 
Nation , eſpecially in England , where under the Tutle of Com- 
moners, are included all degrees of Gentry, underPeerage , con- 
fiſting not as in France and other Popiſh Countries of Sneaking 
Slaves and Clouted Boors ; But of Men of as Large Eſtates 
and as enlarged Souls, good © ſenſe, and Solid Learning, of as 
well-bred Gentlemen, able Merchants, Diſcreet Citizens, Under- 
ſtanding Burgeſles, and ſuch Subſtantial Yeomen and Freeholders, 
as no Kingdom beſides can boaſt of. 

Now ſmce Intereſt will not Lye , how is it Morally poſſible, 
that the Major part of a Nation ſo Qualified ſhould Act contrary to 
the true and proper Intereſt of their Countrey * For tho particular 
Men may be Impoſed upon by Artifice, or deluded with pretences , 
or biaſſed by private — , yet "tis not imaginable , That 
the whole Body ſhould either be ſo infatuated as not to ſee or ſo 
Stupidly tame, as not to oppole, as far «s lawtully they may what tends 
their univerſal Ruine. | 

After all the tricks that the Papiſts and their Diſguiſed Abettors 
have uſed to amuſe the People, tis thanks be to Cad, ſtill apparent, That 
the Generality are not ſo Purblind, as not to perceiye both where there 
Danger lies, and what, under God, muſt be the only Remedies. 

What ever Diſtempers have ſeix d ſome unruly hers pa arts , 
yet Bleſſed be Heaven, the Head and Heart of England is ſound,

Nor will it be leſs plain, what 
is the Common Senſe of the Body of the People in this Jun&ure of eminent Dan- 
ger, i the Unanimous Addreſſes from ſo many c parts of England be re- 


No ſooner was the late Parliament ſurprizingly Prorogued, an. 10. 168%, in the 
very Criſis of Buſineſs , and when they had io many excellent Bills before them 
_ had made ſo hopeful a Progreſs in Unvailing the Horrid Popiſh Plot (which 
ſtill like an 17 Spright, haunts and Night-wares us) and in bri Criminals to 
Juſtice, bur note ah. the whole Nation was ftartled, forthwith (as Convulfions 
are firſt perceived in the Head) the ſame Day a conſiderable Number of Eminent 
Citizens of London Preſented the following Addreſs to their Major. 


To the Right Hononrable Sir Patience Ward, Knight, Lord Mayor of the City 
of London. 


VV the Citizens of the ſaid City (on behalf of our ſelves and others our Fel- 
low Citizens) being very apprehenſive of the great and imminent Dangers 
that this Aerropolis, and the whole Proteſtant Intere#t are expos'd to, by the Horrid 
and Deviliſh Deſigns of the Papiſts and their Adherents : And being ſenſible that 
they are increas'd and heightned by the Surprizing Prorogation of this preſent Par- 
kamens, do moſt humbly recommend to your Lordſhip the Particulars hereunder men- 


I. That your Lordſhip will be pleaſed to cauſe the ſeveral Watches of this City to 
be doubled this Night, and fo to continue, and cauſe ſome Houle-keepers to watch in 
perſon, and a ſufficient Ward tobe kept by Day. 

Il. To cauſe the ſeveral Chains in the ſeveral Streets of this City to be put up this 
Night, and ſo to continue. 

III. That your Lordſhip will be pleas'd to keep the Keys of the ſeveral Gates of 
this City this Night, and ſo to continue. 

IV. To cauſe the ſeveral Gates of this City to be kept Lock'd up every Lord's 
Day, and permit the ſeveral Wicket- Doors only to be opened. 

V. That your Lordſhip will not permit any Body of Armed Souldiers, greater or 
leſs (other than the Trained Bands of this City) to March through any part of the 


VI. That your Lordſhip will forthwith Order a Meeting of the Common-Coun- 
cil of this City. 


Which his Lordſhip was pleaſed favourably to receive and read, and then gave the 
Gentlemen Anſwer, That he was very apprehenſive of the Danger of the City, and 
had done ſomething already to have full Watches, and intended to go out himſelf to ſee 
that they were kept; and aſſured them, that he would ſeriouſly conſider their Deſires, and 
af all the care that lay in him, to pre vent the Danger that ſo threatned them, | =

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The very ſame day, and before it was poſſible the news, or thoughts of any Pro- 
rogation could reach ſo far, the Grand Jury of Shropſhire, in the name and behalf of 
themſelves and that whole County, thought fit to expreſs their hearty Concurrence 
with, and thanks to the then Houſe of Commons for their Zealous Proceedings againſt 
the moſt Dangerous Popiſh Intereſt in the Terms following : 


To the Honourable Rich. Newport Eſq, and Sir Vincent Corbet Barr. Knights of the 
ſhire in this preſent Parliament for the County of Salop, Jan. 10. 1686, 


Hereas the Honourable the Commons in this Parliament aſſembled, have to the 
great ſatisfaction of the Nation, cauſed their Votes to be publiſhed, thereby 
letting the Kingdom know the Candour and Integrity of their Proceedings, which 
t Kere may be examined in the face of the Sun: but fully ſatisfying us with what 
Wiſdom, Conſtancy and Co in this time of eminent danger, they have endeavoured 
to ſecure our King, our Religion, the Government and our Liberties: We the 
Grand Fury Impannelled for the Body of this County of Salop, being extreamly 
ſenſible how worthily you have diſcharged the Truft repoſed in you, and finding our

from the utter ruin and deſtruction threatned; as by the ſpeedy fitting of this preſent 
Parliament, the ſurpriſing Prorogation, of which greatly adds to, and increaſes the 
juſt fears and jealouſies of your Petitioners minds. 

We your Petitioners do therefore beſeech your Lordſhip,and this Honourable Court,

Soon aſter the Amazing Diſſolution happened, And His Majeſty having then Decla- 
red his pleaſure to Summon and Hold the next Parliament not at Weffm. which in all 
Ages has been generally the uſual place of Convening thoſe Aſſemblies (as being moſt 
conveniently ſcituate near the Metropolis of the —_— where all perſons may be 
much better Accommodated than elſewhere) but at the City of Oxford ;Several Noble 
Lords thought it their Duty humbly to Repreſent the Inconveniencies which in their 
apprehenſions would attend ſuch chargeable Removal, and ſubmiſſively to offer their 
Advice to His Majeſty, to alter that Reſolution, in the following Petition; which 
being Preſented to His Majeſty by that Noble Peer, bf approved Loyalty and 
Prudence, the Right Honourable the Earl of Eſex; His Lordſhip being accompani- 
ed with ſeveral other Lords at the Delivery thereof, thus expreſſed himſelf. 


The Earl of Eſex's Speech, at the Delivering the following Petition to His meſt

He Lords here preſent , together with divers other Peers of the Realm, taking notite 
that by Tour late Proclamation, Tour Majeſty bas declared an intention of calling 4 
Parliament at Oxford; and obſerving from Hiſtory and Records how unforranate many 
Aſſemblies have bin, when called at a Place remote from the C apital City; as particulariy the 
Conereſs in Henry the Seconds time at Clarindon; Three ſeveral Parliamtms-at Oxiord 
in Henry the Thirds time, and at Coventry in Henry the Sixth: time; With divers _ 
n hic h 
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which have proved very fatal to thoſe Kings , and have been followed with great miſchief on 
the whole Kingdom : And conſidering the preſent poſture of affairs , the many jeaionſics and 
diſcontents , which are among ſt the People, We have great cauſe to apprebend that the con- 
ſequences of a Parliament now at Oxſord may be as fatal 10 Tour Majeſty and the Nation , 
A thoſe others mentioned have bin to the then Reigmng Kings; and therefore we do concerve 
that we cannot anſwer it to God, to Tour Alajeſiy, or to the People , If we, being Peers of 
the Realm, ſhould not on ſo Important an Occaſion humbly effer our advice ro Tour Mzjeſty ; 
that if poſſible, Your Majeſty may be prevailed with, to alter this( 4s we apprebend )unſeaſonable 
Reſolution. The Grounds and Reaſons of our Opinion, are contained in this our Petition, 
which We humbly Preſent to Your Majeſty, 


To the KinGs moſt Excellent MajzesrTy. The Humble Petition and Advice of the 
Lords under- named, Peers of the Realm. 

Humbly Sheweth, 

7 the whereas Your Majeſty hath been pleaſed, by divers Speeches, and Meſſages 

to Your Houſes of Parliament, rightly to repreſent to them the Dangers that 
Threatned Your Majeſties Perſon , and the whole Kingdom, from the Miſchievous, 
and wicked Plots of the Papiſts, and the ſuddain Growth of a Forreign- Power, unto 
which, no ſtop or Remedy could be Provided, unleſs it were by Parliament, and an 
Union of Your Majeſties Proteſtant Subjects, in one Mind, and one Intereſt. 

And the Lord Chancellor, in Purſuance of Your Majeſties Commands, having more 
at large Demonſtrated the {aid Dangers to be as great, as we in the midſt of our Fears 
could Imagine them: and fo preſſing, that our Liberties, Religion, Lives, and the 
whole Kingdom would be certainly Loſt, if a ſpeedy Proviſion were not made againſt 
them. 

And Your Majeſty, on the 21th of April, 1679. Having called unto your Council, 
many Honourable and Worthy Perſons, and declared to them and the whole Kingdom, 
That being ſenſible of the evil effects of a ſingle Miniſtry, or private Advice, or Forreign 
Committee, for the General Direction of your Affairs; Your Majeſty would for the 
Future Refer all things unto that Council, and by the conſtant Advice of them, together 
with the frequent uſe of your great Council, the Parliament, Your Majeſty was here- 
after Reſolved to Govern the Kingdoms; We began to hope we ſhould ſee an end of 
our Miſeries. 7 

But to our Unſpeakable Grief and Sorrow, we ſoon found our Expectations Fruſtra- 

ted. The Parliament, then ſubſiſting, was Prorogued and Diſſolved before it could 
perfect what was intended for our Relief and Security: and though another was there- 
upon called, yet by many Prorogations it was put off, till the 21th of October paſt ; 
and notwithſtanding your Majeſty was then _ pleaſed to acknowlege, that neither 
Your Perſon, nor Your Kingdom could be ſafe , till the matter of the Plot was gone

Remiſh Yoke , which neither we nor our Fathers were able to bear: now fith it 
hath pleated our Gracious King to Iſſue forth His Royal Proclamation , ſignifying 
His pleaſure to meet His People again in Parliament, We cannot but Addreſs our 
ſelves to you the Repreſentatives of this Borough, Humbly Requeſting, That you 
would, according to the Truſt Repoſed in you, Vigorouſly proſecute thoſe Counſels 
that have a Tendency to an happy Settlement of Affairs both in Church and State: 

icularly, our Unanimous Requeſt to you is, 

1. That foraſmuch as the late Horrid and Helliſh Plot hath according to the Votes 
of the preceding Parliaments, received Life and Countenance from Fames Duke of 
Terk, you would expedite a Bill for the utter Incapacitating him ever to ſway the 
Scepter of theſe Kingdoms, and that the Bill of Aſſociation may be Annexed, where- 
by all His Ma jeſties Subjects may he enabled to oppoſe him or any of his Accomplices, 
in caſe he ſhould attempt to poſſeſs himſelf of the lame. 

2. To take ſuch Meaſures as your Wiſdom ſhall agree upon for the Uniting of 
the Proteſtant Intereſt in theſe Nations. 

3. That the Artillery and Afilitia of the Nation be ſetled in the Hands of 
Men of known Integrity, Courage and Conduct; and that all Papifts and Popiſhly 
affected Perſons now in places of Publick Truſt, be Diſcharged (which if effe&t- 
ed) may be a Means to prevent thoſe great Fears and 7ealonſics which are apt other- 
wiſe to be nouriſhed amongſt us. 

4- That you proceed to the Tryal of the Popzſh Lords, together with all other 
Criminal Offenders, and go on ſifting to the bottom that Execrable Plot, which hath 
been, and we muſt fear „ill is carried on, to take away His Majefties Life (hom 
God long preſerve) to root out the Fundamental Laws of this Realm, as alſo to in- 
troduce Popery into the Church, and Tyranny into the State. 

5- That you take Cognizance of the Illegal and Arbitrary Proceedings of Courts, 

as well Eccleſiaſtical as Civil, as you have begun, that ſo the Laws may not be wreſt- 
ed againſt the Proteſtant Diſſenters, nor ſtretched in favour of Popiſh Recuſants , 
As allo to conſider the unpreſidented Finings and Jmpriſenings, whereby many of 
His Majeſties truly Loyal Subjects have been grievouſly oppreſſed. 
6. That you would ſpecdily think of ſome ient for the Regulating 
of Elections, as allo for Removing of thoſe Oaths and Teſts, which have proved no 
ſmall hinderance to divers Worthy Proteſtants from being Uſeful Inftruments in 
Serving their King and Country in Church on State, 
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Theſe Things, Worthy Sir, We Humbly offer to your Conſiderations, not as 
Directors, but Remembrancers, out of a Principle of Loyal Zeal for His Ma- 
jeſties Security, and our Countries Tranquility: And Are your ſelves in the 
Proſecution of theſe truly Noble Deſigns, We will defend you with our Lives 
and Fortunes; accounting our Deareſt Blood a Tribute due to the Safety of our 
King and Countrey , when called ſor, in their Defence.
